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REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


Under the efficient and careful management of Miss 
Woodward, our library is deservedly increasing in popu- 
larity and usefulness. During the year ending February 
4, 2811 books have been loaned. . Of this number 2547 
are classed as fiction, 58 as history, 72 as works of travel, 
38 as biography and 101 as miscellaneous works. 

The library as it exists at. present was organized 
during the year ending February 1, 1893. .The report 
of the. trustees for the year ending Febr uary 1, 1894, does 
not show the number of books loaned. Duri ing the year 
ending February 1, 1895, 1818 books were loaned; during 
the year ending February Le OOO ee sab books were 
loaned. 

A glance at these figures will convince any doubter 
of the increasing popularity of our library and of the 
hold it has secured upon the public mind as no words of 
ours can do. An increase of nearly 1000 volumes read 
in six years, in our little community, is beyond all antici- 
pation and we feel that we need present no further argu- 
ment for the enthusiastic maintenance of our library. 

During the year we have been able to add 245 new 
books—215 by purchase and 46 as gifts.

There is a balance in the treasury February 1, 1900, 
of $10.18. 
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At our recent annual inspection of books it was ascer- 
tained that during the existence of the library but one 
book has been lost, and that this is chargeable to a party 
who is abundantly able, and, we doubt not, perfectly 
willing to replace it. 

This fact highly commends the efficiency and faithful- 
ness of our librarian. It affords us unusual pleasure to 
make mention here of the generous gift, to our library, 
of 29 choice volumes by the guests of the Franconia Inn, 
for which suitable acknowledgement has been made by 
your trustees to the proprietor, Mr. R. P. Peckett. As 
an evidence of our appreciation, we have instructed the 
librarian to extend every possible courtesy to the proprie- 
tor and guests of said Inn. 

One volume has been donated to the library by a 
guest of the Forest Hills Hotel. We have also received 
16 volumes under the frank of the Hon. J. H. Gallinger, 
which we desire gratefully to acknowledge. As a result 
of our recent inspection of the library, your trustees have 
withdrawn 78 volumes from circulation for the purpose 
of having them re-bound. These books will be returned, 
probably, within 30 days and we shall then have upon 
our shelves and in circulation 1702 volumes—a beautiful 
and suggestive monument to the noble generosity, good 
taste and far-seeing wisdom of our citizens who bear the 
burdens and pay the bills. 

The imperative need of. our library now is more room 
and better accommodations; it has positively outgrown 
its present quarters. There is not sufficient shelf-room 
for the books that we have and no room for additional 
shelves. | 

We, therefore, beg to recommend that more commo- 
dious quarters and better accommodations be provided 
for our library and that a sufficient sum of money be 
appropriated therefor. 

We further recommend that the sum of $100.00 be 
appropriated for the purchase of books and $50.00 for 
the services of the librarian.
